ADDITIONAL COUNSEL. 


The action of the Board of County 
Commissioners in employing ad- 
Aitional counsel is the. subject of 
much discussion. It seems per- 

fectly plain to unprejudiced minds 

that after two Grand Juries have 
found indictments it 1s the duty of 
the Board to see that the county’s 
side is equally strong in talent and 
numbers, and that the trial be one 
not only in name, but one in fact, 
so that the matter may be settled. 

The county paid $300 to General 

Kittrell in the Scoville case before 

the Coroner’s jury. At that rate if 

it had come to trial it would bave 
cost a good many thousand for ad- 
ditional counsel. In the Verdi car 
robbéry case the county paid $1,000 
for additional counsel, and again 
in Mollie Forshay’s trial, aud every 
county and State does the same 
thing. It looks very plain that an 
indictment makes it the duty of the 
officers to secure fair trial at any 
cost. If anyone is to blame itis the 

Grand Jury of taxpayers and not 

the Board or the District Attorney. 

It will be better for all concerned to 

have this thing settled for good. 


PROBABLY ALL TALK. 


The Republicans are quite 
anxious to carry Ohio this Fall, 
and talk of trying to get ex-Presi- 
dent Hayes on the ticket. Second 
ativents are not common. John 
Quincy Adams died in the Can-

A Lively Railroad Competition 
Between East and West. 
Cuicaao, April 19. 

Competition between the so-called 
Sunset route, which consisis of the 
Morgan line of steamers between New 
York, New Orleans, Galveston, Harris- 
burg and San Antonio and the sys- 
tem of Southern Pacific roads to the 
Pacific coast, and the overland route 
via trunk lines from eastern seaboard 
points in connection with the Iowa 
line and the Union and Central Pa- 
cific railroads, is said to be getting 
very active. It is claimed that the 
former route is making large cuts 
in agreed rates on Pacific coast busi- 
ness and taking travel away from it. 
It is also stated that the line out of 
Chicago, not in tbe Iowa Trunk Line 
Association, is taking a hand in the 
business. The matter has become of 
such serious consideration that a 
meeting will probably be held at 
Chicago at an early date, at which 
parties interested will be represented 
and an effort made to effect a recon- 
ciliation. 


Texas Cowboys on a Threatening 
strike. 
Fort Wonrn, April 19. 
Between 200 and 300 cowboys on 
ranches in the Panhandle are on a 
strike for an increase of from $30 to 
$50 per month and board. The 
men are well armed and threaten to 
kill any man, fire ranches and work 
general trouble. Some of the largest 
companies have signified their unwill- 
ingness to meet the demands and are 
now taking steps to secure U. 8. 
troops or Texas rangers to protect their 
property. 
Suit Against a Telegraph Com- 
pany. 
Waco, Texas, April 19. 
A suit was filed in the District Court 
of this county to-day by A. B. Stewart 
against the Western Union Telegraph 
Company for $25,000 damages. The 
suit is based upon the alleged failure 
of the telegraph company to deliver 
promptly a message from plaintiff's 
dying brother at Marshall, Texas, de- 
siring him to come to him, alleging 
that the message was given to the op- 
erator February 3d and not delivered 
to him at Waco until the morning of 
the 5th. 


Walked Overboard and Drowned. 
CHICAGO, April 19. 
On the nigit of March 24th W. H. 
Andrews, cashier at the Windsor 
House, Denver, registered at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel in this city. After 
supper he took a walk and never re- 
turned. His body was taken from 
the Chicago river yesterday, and it ix 
surmised that he accidentally walked 
into the stream when one of the draw- 
bridges was turned. A package con- 
taing $190 cash and two drafts of $100 
each were left by him at the hotel. 


Strikes of Workingmen-- Married 
Men Weakening. 
CHICAGo, April 19. 

The striking brick-layers will pa- 
rade this evening and be joined by 
other local Unions in a mass meeting 
on the lake front. The general situa- 
tion is unchanged. It is declared that 
married men among the strikers are 
being compelled to accept the terms of 
the builders, driven to it by the long 
lockout. Cigar makers have heen for- 
mally notified of an intention to strike 
on the 7th dav of May against certain 
firms who have not acceded to de- 
mands, 


The Irish Convention to de Held 
at Philadelphia. 
CHICAGO, April 19. 
Over 150 delegates from this city 
alone will attend the coming Irish 
convention in Philadelphia next 
Thursday, and itis expected the total 
representation in the convention will 
not fall short of 1,000. It has not yet 
been determined who will call the 
convention to order. Alexander Sul- 
livan of Chicago is in receipt of a tele- 
gram from Judge Mooney of San 
Francisco asking him to represent 
that city in the convention. 


A Sheriffs Assistant Shot, Prob- 
ably Fatally. 

Boise, Idaho, April 19. 
Walter Coffin, brother of Frank L. 
Coffin of this city, was shot and prob- 
ably killed yesterday by a man named 
T. F. Cottner, in Fayette valley, 50 
miles north of here. Coffin joined the 
Sheriff of Union county, Oregon, in 
pursuit of Cottner, who helped to 
commit a double murder recently in 
that county. Coffin was shot under 
the eye at short range and the ball 
ranged up through the head.

CINCINNATI, April 19, 
The Saloon Keepers’ Association

An Irish-American Informs on 

the Dynamiters. 

Lonpon, April 19. 

Norman, Dalton, Wilson, Dr. Gal- 
lagher, Bernard Gallagher, Curtin, 
Ausborougn and Whitehead, the : 
eight men arrested charged with being 
concerned in the dynamite conspiracy, 
were again brought up in the Bow 
street police court this morning. On 
the prisoners being arraigned it was 
announced that Norman had turned 
informer. The rest of the prisoners, 
including Bernard Gallagher and 
Whitehead, were informally tried for 
treason and felony. Norman testified 
that his real name was Wm. Joseph 
Lynch, born of Irish parents in the 
State of New York. 

Lynch swore that he worked in Oc- 
tober last ata coach builder’s in Brook- 
lyn. At that time he joined a secret 
society in New York, the object of 
which was to free Ireland by force. 
The members were not snown to each 
other by names. Members were se 
lected to go on missions, He was sent 
to Dr. Thos. Gallagher, who lived at 
Green Point, Long Island. Gallagher 
told him he was to go to London, and 
he would there learn what for. When 
he got there Gallagher gave him $50 
and told him to take steerage passage 
on a steamer for Spain under the name 
of Norman. Gallagher gave him $100 
more and told him to go to London 
and inquire at the American Exchange 
for a letter addressed to him. Lynch 
did not want to go, as he had relatives 
to support, but finally went. Gallagher 
gave himasmall box. He examined 
this on the steamer and finding it con- 
tained a spring which worked by 
pressure, he became alarmed and 
threw it into the sea. 

Lynch reached London March 22d, 
and met Gallagher on the 28th. They 
walked past the scene of the West- 
minster explosion. On asking Galla- 
gher “if that’s what we are going to 
do?” the latter answered, Tes.“ 
Gallagher viewed the Houses of Par- 


ne and said, They will make a 
K 


t crash when they come down.” 
t this point Gallagher shouted out 
from the dock, Lou infamous liar!“ 
Lynch said he inferred that O’Dono- 
van Rossa was in the scheme. Rossa 
was referred to as the “old man.“ 
Lynch said he went to Birmingham 
to see Whitehead, who said that 50 
pounds of nitro-glycerine had been 
taken away that day, and that he 
would soon know what the liquid 
was. Whitehead here sheuted: “ You 
lie, you traitor!“

WEALTH IN CATTLE. 


AN UNBIASED OPINION. 


Great Sales and Increased Prices An Intelligent Citizen Gives His 


During the Past few Years. 

It is estimated that the annual 
cattle sales in the United States 
amount to about $300 000,000. This 
wealth has been greatly increased 
by the large augmentation of thor- 
eughbred cattle. The American 
Herd Book has been extended to 23 
volumes. These volumes are occu- 
pied with the record and pedigree 
of 60,000 cows and 47,000 bulls, and 
all of one class, viz: Durhams and 
Shorthorns.

Views About the Employment 
of Extra Counsel. 


RENO, April 18. 

Eprror GAzerre:—There seems 
to be more or less feeling, which 
assumes somewhat of a partisan 
character, caused by the action of 
the Commissioners in appropriat- 
ing $1,000 for the employment of 
counsel in the case of the State vs. 
Kiukead, Crockett et al. The two 
last Grand Juries, composed of rep- 
resentative men and large tax- 
payers ofthe county, bave heard 
the evidence in the case, and each 
body, under the instruction of the 
Court and advice of the District 
Attorney, has said by the indict- 


ments reported, that the criminal 
law of the State has been violated. 
If the actions of the parties charged 
amount to a crime, itis due the 
State, and the people of the state, 
to have the law vindicated, regard- 
less of judicious expenditures and 
personal felling. 
The voice of the Grand Juries, 
who made an e rie examination, 
have been heard, and now it is not 
only due the parties charged, but 
the public, to know whether a 
crime has been committed. The 
defendants as well as the State are 
entitled to a fair and impartial 
trial. The defendants have secured 
eminent and able attorneys to pro- 
tect them in their rights. It is due 
the public that the State should be 
as vy i represented. The moral 
effect of a fair and impartia! trial 
whether the defendants go acquitted 
or are convicted, is of more import- 
ance to the people of Washoe 
county than the amount required to 
secure an able and just prosecution.
